ply with a subpoena to testify 
before the house.un-American 
activities committee on the 
Harry Dexter White case.

In a letter to the committee, 


Clark based his rejection of the 
subpoena on the premise that the 
judiciary branch of the government 
Is Independent of the legislative. 


Truman Line 


This is the same constitutional 


basis on which former President 
Truman declined Thursday to hon- 
or a committee subpoena. Tru- 
mnn's stand was that the executive 
branch of the government was not 
subject to authority of the con- 
gressional branch. 


Truman hinted today, however, 


that he may yet speak out on the 
charge by Atty. Gen. Brownell that 
he promoted White, a Treasury 
aide now dead, in 1»46, despite an 
FBI report that White was a Rus- 
sian spy. 


The ex-President told reporters 


during a morning walk in New 
York that, his refusal to comply 
with the subpoena doesn't neces- 
sarily mean he would remain ullent 
on the controversy. 


Truman declined any specific 


comment on the brief hearings 
Thumday by the senate internal 
security committee which ques- 
tioned his former military aide, 
Maj. Gen. Hairy H. Vaughan, 
among others. 


Doesn't Remember 


Vaughan testified that FBI re- 


poits intended for the President 
were customarily handed to him 
Hut that he did not remember any 
report relating to White. 


Justice Clark's secretary

llvered his letter to Committed 
Chairman Velde (R-IH) a few min- 
utes before 9:30 a.m. (CST), the 
time set In (he subpoena for Clark, 
to appear before the house investi- 
gators. 


Clnik wrote that "the independ- 


ence of the three branches of our 
government Is the caidinal princi- 
ple on which our constitutional 
system is founded." 


Velde told a newsman "It's a 


very nice letter, and I appreciated 
It very much." 


Velde called the committee into 


a closed-door session to consider 
Clark's letter.

They told the American Public 


Health Assn. of 173 men and wom- 
en sent home early, only seven 
later had to return to the hospital. 


Doctors Merle Bundy, George E. 


Martin, I. Hope Alexander and 
Carl C. Kuehn, Pittsburgh Depart- 
ment of Health, said the usual long 
hospital stay is being reduced 50 
per cent. But. they said, this new 
treatment method needs further 
study to determine its real-value. 


Patients visit a clinic each month 


and careful tabs are kept upon 
them in their home treatment. 


Isoniazid streptomycin and PAS 


are the drugs used in the hospital 
and continued at home for one to 
two years. No bad reactions have 
been noted from the daily doses 
of these drugs, Dr. Bundy said.

Mortgage Lenders Eye Is 


a Bit Colder 


" Money may be a little easier to come by this winter if 


you want a new home. But the mortgage lender's eye is 
much colder today than a year ago. 
Builders still complain ibout a tight mortgage market, 


in spite of the recent easing of money and credit m general. 
But lenders put it this way: "No actual shortage of mort- 
gage funds, but access to it is becoming more difficult. 


Lenders, in other words, are taking the cream of the ap- 


plicants, and turning down unattractive risks. 


Returning from a survey trip across the country, George 


W. Warnecke, head of the national mortgage investment firm 
bearing his name, reports today a slight easing of the mort- 
gage market in the last month. He finds the market fairly 
strong in the West, firm in the Midwest, and undergoing a 
period of readjustment" in the East. 


Caution, riot lack of money, keeps the mortgage market 


tighter than it was last year, says George L. Bliss, president 
of the Century Federal Savings Assn. of New York. Back 
of the caution is fear that if some building continues at the 
rate of a million tor more homes a year there may soon be 
an oversupply.

But a builder, David Picket, president of the Gotham 


Construction Corp. of New York, disagrees. He thinks there's 
still a substantial backlog of demand and predicts 1954 will 
be another one million housing unit year. 


In the Chicago area, Warnecke reports, all homes are 


selling well, but in New York -and Los Angeles areas he found 
houses priced above $12,500 hard to sell. Stricter credit 
terms may be a reason. 


"Requiring 10 to 15 per cent down payments automati- 


cally, reduces the sales in many areas,"- he says.

Demand for office space stays high, he reports, espe- 


cially in some of the smaller cities where big corporations 
are locating branch offices. He finds lenders in medium-sized 
cities "generally ready to finance modernization of existing 
buildings but extremely cautious in underwriting new office 
construction of the type that is required.''

described by WhiUaker Chambers in his autobi- 
ography, "Witness," as "a fictional attack on West 
Point, "popular in leftist circles in the 1930's." 


The title of Wohlforth's book was "Tin Sol- 


diers." 
He insists that many constructive crit- 


icisms of West Point contained therein have been 
adopted. 


Dr. J. B. Matthews, the most informative apos- 


tate in a large group of penitents from the Com- 
munist front, says he often met Wohlforth around 
the offices of the Committee on Militarism in Edu- 
cation, which was "only a little bit Red," however. 
Matthews says the committee's purpose was to hold

up to sc.oi'n the ROTC and military training as infiltration of militar- 
ists and reactionaries into education. This has been the Communist 
line except during the period when the United States was fighting to 
save Russia from her historic enemies, but it is not exclusively their 
line.

The Doctor Says:

vith hacking and spilling, bron- 
hitis is one of Ihe most likely. 
This condition, as the name im- 
>lies, means an inflammation of 
he lining of the air passageways 
eading to the lung tissue proper. 


The inflammation may be caused 


by germs, by dust, by chemicals in 
he air or from anything else 
vhich will irritate the delicate lin- 
ng of the bronchi. 


Consequently, bronchitis can and 


often docs follow an ordinary cold, 


sinus infection, whooping cough, 


measles, or any other germ or vi- 
rus infection. 


There are two main varieties. 


Acute bronchitis usually starts ra- 
ther suddenly with severe cough- 
ng, often some pain in the chest, 
and fever of around 100 or 101 de- 


grees. As a rule, there is not much 
mucus brought up at first. Later 
the mucus may increase and some- 
times there is a lot of it. 


The treatment of acute bronchi- 


tis is much like that of any other* 
infectious disease. 
The patient 


must be confined to bed in a room 
which is kept at an even tempera- 
ture, and with plenty ot moisture 
in the air. Fluids should be taken 
in large quantities, and the diet 
•must be sufficient and easy to

tinue, however, if there is any 
way of preventing it, because a 
long-continued bronchitis may lead 
to other complications including 
bronchiectasis in which the tiny 
air pockets in the lungs become 
permanently 'enlarged and 
filled 


with mucus and pus.

first portion of a four-part decision 
Thursday by U. S. District Judge 
Allan K. Grim. 


Judge Grim — ncling two days 


after the U.' S. Supreme Court 
ruled professional baseball is a 
pport and therefore not subject to 
the nation's anti-trust laws — held 
thnt the NFL lifts the right to ban 
television of league games into 
other league cities when hom« 
teams are playing.

NKL Commissioner Bert Bell 


hailed the ruling nnd Kord Frlck, 
commissioner of baseball, said "it 
is H fine ruling for football." 


However, neither Bell nor Frlck
